TO  ALL  RANKING  FIE.LD  OFFICERS: 

Effective  July  1,  1950  only  the  follovdng  work  will  be  fumislied  by  the 

Beltsville  Cartographic  .Division  vdthout  reimburse.TEnt : 

1.  Aerial  photographs  for  new  districts  as  thby  are  organized.  In 
cases  wnere  aerial  coverage  i s  available,  the se  photographs  can  be 
furnished  iinmediately  or  as  soon  as  they  can  be  obtained  from  other 
agencies.  In  cases  v;here  aerial  coverage  is  not  available,  new  flying 
vdll  be  needed^-  Nev;  aerial  surveys  will  continue  to  be  financed  from 
regional  funds.  Upon  completion  of  the  aerial  survey,  the  usual  photo¬ 
graphs  will  be  furnished  '.'ithout  reimbursement, 

2.  Letterpress  stick-up  service  for  the  regions, 

3.  Preparation  of  land  capability  maps  under  the  publication  policy 
of  tile  Service . 

ii.  Map  and  reproduction  requirements,  other  than  lithographiic 
m.aterial  and  photographic  v/ork,  for  Vfashington  divisions  that  is 
properly  chargeable  to  the  ’’Soil  Conservation  Operations”  appropriation 
item.. 


The  following  are  the  major  item.s  of  wrork  that  arc  usually  performed  by 
the  Beltsville  Cartographic  Division  for  vfhich  reimbiarsemant  will  be  re¬ 
quired: 

1.  Map  and  reppoduction  requirements,  including  lithographic  material, 
for  Washington  divisions  that  is  properly  chargeable  tfi  other  than  the 
Soil  Conservation  Operations  appropriation. 

2.  All  photographic  and  illustration  work  done  for  the  Yfeshington 
divisions. 

3.  All  aerial  photographs  other  t’nan  those  furnished  for  new  dis¬ 
tricts  as  th^  arc  organized  (this  includes  prints  from  reflights  or 
replacemient  of  aerial  photographs  for  any  reason). 

U.  Photographic  TxOsaics  (ii’  for  new  districts,  ded^iction  will  be 
made  from  price  charged  in  the  amount  of  the  value  of  aerial  photo¬ 
graphs  that  vroiild  normally  be  furnislx-d  vdthout  charge).

5.  Lithographic  reproduction  of  special  purpose  maps  for  regions* 

6',  Control  data  and  maps  published  bv  other  goverrmKjnt  agencies 
Tv'here  there  is  a  charge  to  the  Service, 

•  7*  All  miscellaneous  service  for  regional  cartographic  divisions 

such  as  photostat  vrork,  color  separation  boards,  half  tone  negatives, 
color  proofs,  etc. 

All  requisitions  for  reimbursable  vrork  must  shoiT  the  appropriation  to 
be  charged  and  that  funds  to  cover  the  order  have  been  encumbered  by  the 
Budget  and  Finance  Division, 


All  reimbursable  work  actually  done  in  the  Beltsville  Cartographic  Divi¬ 
sion  vri-ll  be  billed,  periodically  on  journal  'm)uchers  or  Standard  Form 
1080  voucher,  or,  if  the  amount  involved  is  large,  an  allotmient  transfer 
YiTill  be  requested.  Bills  for  all  reimbursable  items  ordered  from  private 
soure’es  or  other  government  bureaus  through  the-  Beltsville  Cartographic 
Division  vri.il  be  directed  to  the  region  or  office  v/hich  placed  the  requi¬ 
sition.
